ened to send any lady to the pillory, 
however high in rank she '•might, be 
who should be convicted before him 
of playing fa.ro. 
This provoked from 


Gilray, the well-known caricaturist, an 
Imaginary picture of the first ladies of 
the land standing In the pillory. Be- 
neath was the inscription: "Daughters 
of Pharaoh."
